Democracy At War 


NO country, however democratic, 
con enter upon a great war without 
suffering, i loss of freedom.’ When 
Britain tool up the challenge of 
Reichsfuhrer Hitler, Parliament and 
people did so with the full know- 
Tedge that war meant discipline and 
control, and submission to orders. 
Sinee the strength of a nation at war 


| because it includes so many sub--— 


forces, but depends upon the sim- 
total of the efforts of all the people 
in every sphere of life, it follows 
that the whole nation must submit 
itself to authority. ‘ 

This js ucutely felt in time of war, 
All men of a certain age are Hable 
to military conscription. All indus- 
triallsts, shipowners or raliway 
owners must be prepared to put 
thelr factories, ships, or rallways, at 
the disposul of the State. A man’s 
house may be commandeered or 
have troops or civillans billetted in 
it, Shops are.controlied, food may 

‘Tbe rationed, Nght Is restricted. At 
any time a Government department 
may issue an order imposing irk- 
some restrictions upon the conduct 
of private citizens, 

Such regimentatlon the people of 
Britaln were «prepared for. It was 
the price to be pald for the waging 
of war, All they ask js that the 
orders shall be wisely made, and 
that they should really be conducive 
to efficiency in running, the vast 

‘} machine of a nation at war, Armies 
af oMelols are necessarily formed, 
und they have great powers, but 
while the wisc use of these powers 
makes for victory, the unwise use 
js a hindrance, . 

Government acts, of course, 
through various departments. Onc 
‘s concerned with the training of 
men for the army;-another with ‘the 
provision of skilled men for the 
war factories; another with the 
provision of f00d; another with 
taxation; another with the release 
ond censoring of news, It may often 
happen that what appears helpful 
fo one department will be an im- 
pediment to another.

mittees were arranged for, and a 
Fund was started. On September 
18, un appeal wag published in all 
the British ond Chinese newspapers, 
which said: . 

“We appeal for contributions to 
the Fund, the object of which Is to 
be of service and comfort to British 
fighting men and civilians who may 
be the victims of the war between the 
Allies and Germany. 

Part of the moncy raised here will 
be used to flnance Hospital necessities 
made locally and sent to London, the 
remulnder will be remitted to the 
main Fund in England,

URBAN 
COUNCIL 
AGREES | 


Mr. W. J. Carrle-presided at a 
meeting of the Urban Council yester- 
day when an important amendment 
regarding the pastcurisation of milk 
was passed by the Council, The 
amendment statés that. no milk or 
cream will be regarded as pasteurised 
if It contains: : 


(a) before pasteurisation, more 
than 200,000 bacteria per cuble cen- 
timetre and/or any bactilus colt com~ 
munis in the one-thousandth (0,001) 
af a cuble centimetre or, 


{b) after posteurisation, and before 
or during delivery, for sale, more than 
30,000 bactcria per cubic centimetre 
and/or any bacillus colt communis in 
one-tenth (0.1) of a cuble centimetre, 


Speaking in support of the motion, 
Dr. R. A, de Castro Basto sald: The 
motion before the Council is ao step 
in the right direction and I am glad 
to vote In favour of It . 


. I must say, however, that tho de- 
mand for ao pre-pasteurisation stand- 
ard may give rise to some doubt in 
the public mind as to the efficacy of 
the pasteurisation process, particulor- 
ly when it is considered that in 1937 
(when pasteurlsation was not yet 
compulsory) the bacteriological ex- 
amination of the pasteurised milic 
from ao certain dairy.gave rise to the 
following comment by the Chairman 
of Urban Council: “The Company’s 
pasteuriscd milk ls regularly  ex- 
amined bacteriologically by the Gov- 
ernment Sacterlologist and tho 
reports are far from: ‘satisfactory. 
The Health Officer (Dr. Pope) states 
that the only reason he can advance 
to explain ‘these unsatisfactory re- 
ports is that the present pasteurisa~ 
tion plant is a “makeshift one and 
has too much plping with awkward 
bends which render it incapable of 
being satisfactorily cleansed after use.

tlons by United States’ consumers? 


Mr. Stokes further asked whether 
with a view to benefiting British in- 
dustry and the dollar exchange post- 
tlon if the President of ‘the Beard 
ot Trade would consider removing 
the restriction on production and de- 
controlling the price so that it would 
assume {ts normal level. : 

Mr. Stokes also usked whether the 
Dutch were ‘consulled before the 
maximum price limit was fixed for 
all tin smelted in the United King- 
idom and Malaya. 


Government's Reply 


Mr. Malcolm Macdonald replied 
and sald that he was satisfied that 
the International Tin Committee was 
doing what was necessary to meet 
the market's real requirements.
